When  I  am  writing  letters  -  and  not 
caught  by  meetings  -  in  the 
Headmaster's  office,  I  always  have 
the  door  to  the  outer  offices  open. 
This  allows  me  to  converse  with  students  and 
colleagues  in  the  ebb  and  flow  of  days  and 
evenings.  Often  I  have  the  other  door,  the 
one  to  the  Perry  Room,  open  as  well.  The 
open  door  invites  accidental,  unscheduled 
conversation  -  the  best  kind. 

During  one  early-winter  evening,  a  ninth 
grader  dropped  in  to  remind  me  that  I  had 
promised  him  a  fly-fishing  trip  in  the  spring. 
He  later  placed  a  written  reminder  right  in 
front  of  me  for  a  daily  winter  perusal.  A 
senior  asked  some  advice  about  college  - 
specifically  about  the  persistent  approaches  of 
an  Ivy  League  coach.  A  member  of  the  soon- 
to-be-championship  women's  soccer  team 
leaned  into  the  office  to  make  sure  Dottie  and 
I  would  be  at  the  New  England  finals.  Finally, 
a  young  master  appeared  to  discuss  the

GDA  Today

Governor  Dummer  Academy,  at  the  turn  of  1988, 
is  a  diverse  student  body  of  342.  We  are  224 
boarders,  1 18  day  students,  198  boys,  144  girls. 
We  come  from  Texas  and  Rhode  Island,  Korea 
and  Grand  Cayman  Island.  We  are  violinists  and  champion 
field  hockey  players,  we  are  scholars  and  humanitarians, 
activitists  and  actors. 

We  start  each  weekday  at  7:45  a.m.,  four  days  with  School 
Meeting  and  Tuesdays  with  Chapel.  We  have  nine  class 
blocks  every  day  but  Wednesday,  8  a.m.  until  2:45  p.m., 
followed  by  activities  period  (class  meetings  and  clubs),  then 
at  3:30,  afternoon  programs  -  sports,  drama  or  community 
service. 

We  don't  wear  jackets  and  ties  any  more,  but  this  "formal" 
attire  (skirts  or  dresses  for  women)  is  the  rule  for  Humanities 
trips,  away  games,  special  occasions.  The  dress  code  is 
"appropriate  school  attire":  boys'  shirts  must  have  collars 
and  be  tucked  in,  unless  they  are  square  at  the  bottom; 
denim  is  not  allowed  below  the  waist  (though  jean  jackets  are 
"in")  and  socks  are  required. 

Our  weekends  are  filled  with  "live"  Friday  night  programs 
by  students  or  visitors  -  and  Saturday  night  Open  Houses  at 
the  Mansion  House,  hosted  by  Headmaster  and  Mrs.  Peter 
Bragdon.  We  go  off  to  Newburyport  or  Boston  or  Cambridge 
at  least  once  each  term  to  a  play  or  concert  for  our 
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Humanities  requirement.  On  Sundays,  there  are  rides  to 
local  churches,  though  church  is  no  longer  mandatory. 

There  are  too  many  of  us  to  sit  down  to  formal  dinner  at 
one  time,  but  we  eat  well  in  cafeteria  style,  students,  faculty 
and  faculty  families  together.  One  ordinary  Monday  evening 
last  month,  we  arrived  in  the  Dining  Hall  (now  draped  with 
flags  of  all  the  states  and  countries  we  represent),  to  find  table 
cloths,  candlelight,  and  homemade  calzone  -  just  because  the 
food  service  director  "felt  like  something  special." 

We  are  also  a  full-time  faculty  of  50  and  part-time  faculty  of 
five,  with  36  advanced  degrees.  As  in  years  past,  we  wear 
many  hats:  we  teach,  coach,  sponsor  clubs,  drive  vans, 
master  dormitories.  The  close  master-student  relationships 
remain,  at  once  professional  and  warm. 

We  have  freedom  within  boundaries  and  we  have  Work 
Squad  if  we  err.  Character-building  is  an  invisible  part  of  the 
curriculum.  We  serve  our  greater  community  by  cleaning 
beaches,  helping  the  homeless,  working  with  troubled  teens 
and  the  aged.  We  expand  our  horizons  by  hosting  students 
and  teachers  from  other  nations  and  we  somtimes  go  afar 
ourselves. 

The  Academy  sits  on  600  acres,  half  of  which  were  the 
estate  of  Governor  William  Dummer.  We  have  31  buildings, 
10  of  them  dormitories;  12  playing  fields,  a  quarter-mile 
track,  six  tennis  courts  and  a  nine-hole  golf  course.  Our

newest  "new"  buildings  are  two  townhouses  and  two  single-family  homes  for 
faculty,  built  in  1985.  The  last  "new"  student  building  was  the  French  Student 
Center,  built  in  1979,  though  the  Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center  was  created  out  of 
the  Old  Stone  Garage  in  1985. 

Finally,  we  are  an  extended  family  that  includes  4,000  alumni,  parents  past  and 
present,  grandparents  (who  have  their  very  own  day  in  the  spring),  and  a  host  of 
friends  and  neighbors. 

Governor  Dummer  left  a  wonderful  legacy  and  we  are  grateful.  We  think  he 
and  Master  Moody  would  be  proud  of  who  and  what  we  are  today. 

Governor  Dummer  Academy  in  its  225th  year  is  described  in  the  following 
pages  by  some  who  know  it  well,  including  the  four  "New"  Old  Guard  masters. 
These  men  have  taught  here  at  least  30  years  each  and  133  years  combined.  They 
were  hired,  like  the  revered  Old  Guard,  by  Headmaster  Ted  Eames  in  a  different 
time.  They  have  served  three  others  since.

Governor  Dummer 

Academy  today  is  a 
better  school  and  a 
stronger  school  than  it 
has  ever  been  before,"  says  David  Wil- 
liams, who  has  taught  here  longer  than 
anyone  else. 

He  was  on  his  way  down  from  Maine, 
where  he  had  worked  at  a  boys  camp 
during  the  summer  of  1950,  to  graduate 
school  at  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia. He  took  a  roundabout  bus  tour  of 
several  boarding  schools  (he  got  the  idea 
from  his  uncle  who  taught  at  Hebron), 
including  Governor  Dummer  Academy, 
and  later  met  Ted  Eames  at  the  Ritz. 
"We  talked  and  he  hired  me  -  a  history 
major  -  to  teach  English." 

"Mac  Murphy,  bless  his  heart,  led  me 
through  English  grammar,"  Williams  re- 
calls. Then  Mr.  Eames  asked  him  to 
coach  JV  lacrosse,  a  sport  he  had  never 
played  and  had  never  even  seen  played. 
"Again,"  he  says,  "I  turned  to  Mac,  the 
epitome  of  the  lacrosse  coach.  He  bailed 
me  out." 

"Mr.  Eames  was  good  at  putting  you 
into  something  over  your  head,"  he 
adds.  "Somehow  you  just  did  it." 

When  Val  Wilkie  became  headmaster 
in  1959,  he  put  Williams  back  into  histo- 
ry. "I  never  loved  anyone  so  much  in  my 
life,"  Williams  says.  "He  got  me  away 
from  weekly  English  themes!" 

In  the  early  '60s,  he  convinced  Wilkie 
of  the  need  for  a  course  in  Asian  Stud- 
ies, and  in  1966,  he  took  a  two-year 
leave  to  teach  at  the  international  Ca- 
nadian Academy  in  Kobe,  Japan,  spend- 
ing the  summer  in  between,  for  a  differ- 
ent cultural  experience,  at  the  American 
School  in  Taipei,  Taiwan. 

The  Williams  family  had  gone  to  Japan 
by  freighter  in  a  typhoon,  and  they  re- 
turned by   going   the   rest   of  the   way 


around  the  world  -  across  Russia  by 
train,  Sweden  in  a  canal  boat,  Norway 
by  Volvo  -  with  three  children  in  tow 
and  the  youngest  on  their  backs. 

"We  came  back  to  a  whole  different 
school  in  '68-'69  -  drugs  and  a  student 
movement,"  Williams  says.  "It  was  a  re- 
verse culture  shock.  We  even  thought  of 
emigrating  to  Denmark,  where  the  life 
style  was  more  compatible." 

But  he  got  immersed  again  -  as  depart- 
ment chairman,  dean  of  students,  then 
department  chairman  again. 

The  four  Williams  children  all  even- 
tually went  to  Governor  Dummer  -  Da- 
vid 74,  Terry  75,  Jeffrey  79  and  Ben 
'87.  "They  loved  the  school,"  he  says. 
"They  grew  up  as  gym  rats  .  .  .  they  were 
in  the  dorm  and  out  of  it.  They  didn't 
want  to  go  anywhere  else."  Meanwhile, 
his  wife  Connie  helped  develop  the  com- 
munity service  program. 

"Governor  Dummer  Academy  today," 
says  the  ranking  master,  "has  a  better 
curriculum,  wider,  with  many  more  op- 
tions, than  ever  before.  Students  can  go 
further  in  their  areas,  take  more  chal- 
lenging mathematics,  take  languages  fur- 
ther. 

"This  is  also  a  better  teaching  faculty 
than  before,  more  attentive  to  the  needs 
of  the  kids.  They  respond  in  a  much 
more  caring  and  professional  way.  They 
are  more  diverse,  more  thoroughly  pre- 
pared in  their  fields.  I  have  liked  the 
faculty  by  and  large.  It  helps  when  you 
work  for  a  Val  Wilkie  or  a  Peter  Brag- 
don." 

"There's  a  tremendous  support  system 
here,"  he  goes  on.  "Kids  get  picked  up 
across  the  spectrum  when  they're  in 
trouble.  There's  been  a  real  attempt  to 
humanize  the  school." 

One  example  he  cites  is  a  program 
developed  in  the  fall  by  seniors  Deana

Giamette  and  Ann  Cole.  Thirty  or  so 
seniors  meet  frequently  in  small  groups 
with  freshmen,  talking  to  them,  finding 
out  what  their  troubles  are,  helping 
them  fit  in." 

"There  was  a  time  when  kids  in  the 
top  group  got  all  the  attention,"  Wil- 
liams says,  "the  scholars  -  or  the  jocks. 
The  middle  bulk  got  lost.  Now  they 
have  an  opportunity  to  do  drama  or 
music  or  art;  there's  more  emphasis  on 
the  non-athletic  options.  Each  can  find  a 
niche  in  the  school  where  he  can  be 
successful.  That's  what  it's  all  about 
.  .  .  developing  confidence." 

The  Williams,  after  years  in  dormito- 
ries, now  live  in  Morgan  Tower,  on  the 
banks  of  the  Parker  River,  down  behind 
Alumni  Gym.

Doug  Miller,  the  only  GDA 
alumnus  among  the  New  Old 
Guard,  well  remembers  that 
rainy  day  in  September, 
1944,  when  his  mother  drove  away  from 
campus,  leaving  him  standing  there, 
"forlorn,  in  front  of  Peirce  Hall." 

"I  resolved  to  myself  at  that  moment 
that  if  there  was  one  thing  I  was  going  to 
do  ...  I  was  going  to  do  well  in  French." 

When  his  parents  saw  his  French  re- 
port card  at  the  end  of  his  sophomore 
year  at  Swampscott  High  School,  he 
says,  "they  decided  I  had  better  come. 
(His  brother  John  '41  already  had.)  It 
might  have  been  the  most  important 
event  of  my  life." 

"I  applied  myself  assiduously,"  Miller 
goes  on,  "and  I  did  very  well.  Since  then, 
whenever  I've  been  faced  with  a  chal- 
lenge, I've  said  to  myself,  'If  you  can  lick 
French,  you  can  lick  anything.'  " 

He  went  on  to  Amherst  College  (or 
rather  "was  sent  there  by  Ted  Eames"), 
and  upon  graduation,  was  offered  a  job 
by  the  same.  In  September,  1954,  after  a 
four-year  detour  to  the  Air  Force,  he 
arrived  at  GDA  to  teach  math  (his  col- 
lege major).  He  taught  plane  geometry 
and  algebra,  but  his  favorite  was  busi- 
ness math,  a  course  "for  those  who 
couldn't  make  it  in  Math  IV." 

"That  was  when  I  found  out  I  really 
was  a  teacher,"  he  says.  He  tossed  out 
the  business  book  that  was  "boring  as 
can  be"  and  helped  the  class  start  a 
snack  bar  at  ball  games  to  learn  business 
and  math  by  doing.  The  course  became 
so  popular  that  "people  were  signing  up 
for  it.  I  knew  then  I  was  not  about  to 
leave.  I  was  having  too  much  fun." 

Then  Mr.  Eames  called  him  in  one  day 
and  said,  "I'd  like  you  to  teach  physics." 

"Admitting  girls  was  100% 
for  the  good.  We're  a  much, 
much  better  school  for  it. 
We're  more  interesting,  more 
like  the  real  world.  They 
brought  a  sense  of 
commitment,  of  involvement 
that  the  guys  had  lost." 


"I  was  scared  to  death,"  Miller  recalls, 
"but  I  told  myself,  'It's  just  like 
French.'  " 

Miller  taught  math  and  science  until 
1963,  when  he  suggested  to  then-head- 
master Val  Wilkie  that  the  science  pro- 
gram was  "not  going  anywhere"  (there 
were  only  basic  courses  in  physics,  chem- 
istry and  biology)  and  that  someone 
should  pull  the  program  together.  "On 
May  3,  my  birthday,  Mr.  Wilkie  told  me 
he  had  decided  there  would  be  a  Science 
Department  and  I  was  the  chairman.  I 
told  myself,  'If  you  can  do  French  and 
physics,  you  can  do  the  Science  Depart- 
ment .  .  .  and  we  went  from  four 
courses  to  13  in  five  years."  Today,  24 
years  later,  he  remains  as  department 
head  in  a  time  when  science  is  more 
popular  than  ever.  He  attributes  this  re- 
surgence to  Headmaster  Peter  Bragdon 
(see  story  on  curriculum,  page  14). 

In  the  intervening  years,  three  Miller 
children  have  graduated  from  Governor 
Dummer:  Linda  79,  Mark  '82  and  Da- 
vid '87.  The  youngest,  Scott,  is  a  fresh- 
man. The  Millers,  after  years  in  dormito- 
ries, bought  the  old  Ambrose  House,  up 
Elm  Street,  from  the  Academy. 

"The  feeling  on  the  GDA  campus  to- 
day," Miller  says,  "is  more  like  1946  to 
1956  than  at  any  other  time  since.  Kids 
are  more  fun.  They  are  approachable. 
They  want  to  spend  time  with  adults.  At 
other  times  this  has  been  very  rare.  The 
70s  were  an  especially  tough  time.  It 
wasn't  very  happy  teaching  then." 

Admitting  women,  he  says,  "was  100% 
for  the  good.  We're  a  much,  much  better 
school  for  it.  We're  more  interesting. 
Co-education  made  school  more  tolera- 
ble from  the  point  of  view  of  the  kids. 
More  like  the  real  world,  more  enjoya- 
ble." 

The  girls  who  arrived  as  day  students 
in  1971  and  as  boarders  in  1973,  he  says, 
brought  with  them  "a  sense  of  commit- 
ment, of  involvement,  that  the  guys  had 
lost.  You  had  to  chase  them  off  campus 
at  the  end  of  the  day.  They  were  into 
programs  and  athletics  and  didn't  want 
to  go  home." 

Reflecting  on  the  more  formal  days  of 
jackets  and  ties  and  "dirty  chinos,"  Mill-

er  recalls  that  "When  the  school  was 
sitting  down,  we  looked  terrific.  When 
we  stood  up,  we  looked  terrible  from  the 
waist  down." 

There  was  some  good  training  to  the 
formal  dress,  he  says,  "but  I  personally 
think  young  people  study  just  as  well  in 
sports  shirts  as  they  did  in  jackets  and 
ties.  The  casual  look  also  gives  an  easier 
feel  to  social  relationships." 

There  has  been  a  proliferation  of  rules 
in  more  recent  years,  Miller  says,  but  in 
a  sense,  there  is  more  student  partici- 
pation, even  in  Discipline  Committee 
actions. 

"There  was  only  one  rule  in  the  Eames 
years,"  he  goes  on:  "Behave.  And  every- 
one knew  what  that  meant."

"The  most  selective  colleges  have  far  more  applicants  than  they 
can  accept  and  it  has  become  extremely  difficult  to  get  in. 
Harvard  now  takes  one  or  two  students  from  a  school  where  they 
used  to  take  25  or  30." 


William  H.  Sperry 

History  Master 
Appointed  September,  1957 

Bill  Sperry  had  taught  three 
years  at  Norfolk  Academy,  a 
country  day  school  in  Virginia, 
and  was  working  one  summer 
in  New  Hampshire,  when  Ted  Eames 
heard  about  him  through  the  "summer 
camp  circuit."  He  invited  Sperry  to 
come  see  him. 

"I  thought  I  would  see  what  the  board- 
ing school  environment  was  like,"  says 
Sperry,  who  was  offered  the  job.  "I 
didn't  expect  to  stay  more  than  two  or 
three  years,  but  I  got  here  and  I  got 
deeply  involved,  and  here  I  am." 

At  one  point,  the  former  athlete  from 
Gettysburg  (Pennsylvania)  High  School, 
who  went  on  to  Gettysburg  and  Duke, 
was  head  track  coach,  head  winter  track 
coach  and  head  football  coach,  at  the 
same  time  he  was  chairman  of  the  Histo- 
ry Department  and  head  of  the  largest 
dorm  on  campus. 

In  the  '50s,  Sperry  says,  "the  situation 
on  campus  was  hit  the  books  and  hit  the 
playing  field.  There  was  little  else  to  do, 
except  the  Glee  Club,  the  yearbook  and 
very  limited  student  government." 
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The  '60s  were  the  real  "hey  day"  of 
athletics,  he  recalls.  "They  were  excel- 
lent teams."  Interest  in  athletics  fell  off 
for  the  next  decade  or  so,  but  now,  he 
says,  there  has  been  an  "upsurging  of 
athletics"  under  Peter  Bragdon,  partic- 
ularly in  hockey  -  one  sport  that  wasn't 
tops  in  the  '50s  and  '60s. 

Sperry  became  director  of  college 
placement  during  the  '70s  and  says  ad- 
missions have  changed  drastically.  "In 
the  '40s,  a  young  man  would  come  to 
Governor  Dummer  to  'prepare'  for  Such 
and  Such  a  school,  and  that's  where  he 
went.  The  headmaster  basically  placed 
the  students  where  he  wanted  them  by 
calling  people  he  knew  at  the  colleges," 
Sperry  says  -  hence  the  term,  "college 
placement." 

In  the  '50s,  competition  became  great- 
er. "You  couldn't  always  go  where  you 
wanted  to,"  Sperry  says,  "but  you  still 
had  a  lot  of  choices."  The  '60s  were  a 
transition  time  and  by  the  70s,  colleges 
were  no  longer  focusing  just  on  the  stu- 
dents who  applied,  but  were  going  out  to 
recruit  the  ones  they  wanted.  They  at- 


tracted bigger  pools  and  had  far  more 
candidates  than  they  could  accept. 

By  the  turn  of  the  '80s,  Sperry  says, 
there  was  supposed  to  be  another  tran- 
sition because  there  were  fewer  students 
in  that  age  group.  "Instead,"  he  says, 
"the  most  selective  schools  still  have  far 
more  applicants  than  they  can  accept 
and  it  has  become  extremely  difficult  to 
get  in." 

"A  Harvard,  for  instance,  now  takes 
one  or  two  students  from  a  school  where 
they  used  to  take  25  or  30.  They  look  for 
diversity.  They  used  to  take  the  majority 
of  students  from  private  schools.  This  is 
no  longer  the  case.  There  is  a  lot  of 
financial  aid  around  .  .  .  and  a  lot  of 
qualified  people." 

Now,  he  says,  "our  students  have  to 
spread  out  and  seek  more  schools,  look 
beyond  the  Ivies  and  the  popular  New 
England  schools  of  the  past." 

Sperry  has  "almost  always"  taught 
Modern  European  History,  now  a  ju- 
nior/senior elective,  as  well  as  U.S.  His- 
tory and  Russian  Studies,  which  he  in- 
augurated here. 

Over  the  years,  he  says,  the  curric- 
ulum has  broadened  and  become  more 
flexible.  "We  are  not  as  textbook- 
oriented  as  we  used  to  be." 

Back  in  1954,  Sperry  recalls,  "there 
were  200  boys  at  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  All  were  boarders,  with  the 
exception  of  16  to  20  who  were  very 
bright,  but  were  second  class  citizens  un- 
less they  were  really  good  at  something 
else.  .  .  .  really  stood  out.  The  boarders 
were  very  cohesive  and  they  didn't  al- 
ways treat  the  'day  boys'  well." 

"That  has  all  changed,"  he  goes  on. 
Day  students  today  turn  up  on  the  Hon- 
or Rolls  in  higher  percentages,  and  are 
also  equally  outstanding  in  drama, 
sports  and  government. 

The  Sperrys,  whose  children  Stephen 
'80  and  Ann  '83  graduated  from  the 
Academy,  now  live  in  one  of  the  new 
faculty  houses  on  Faculty  Lane. 

"Back  in  the  '50s,  the 
boarders  were  very  cohesive 
and  they  didn't  always  treat 
the  'day  boys'  very  well.

Robert  E.  Anderson 

Director  of  Athletics 
Appointed  September,  1957 

Bob  Anderson  decided  some 
time  during  his  junior  year  at 
Kenyon  College  that  he  wanted 
to  teach  and  coach  and  earn 
enough  money  to  go  to  medical  school. 

Pittsburgh-bred,  he  looked  at  some 
public  schools  in  the  Midwest  before  he 
was  introduced  to  private  schools  by  his 
Kenyon  coach  ("a  Deerfield  guy").  He 
sent  his  resume  to  one  school  in  New 
England  (not  Governor  Dummer),  and 
out  of  the  blue  one  day,  received  a  letter 
from  Ted  Eames,  who  wanted  to  talk  to 
him  about  teaching  English,  science  and 
Spanish  and  coaching  lacrosse. 

When  Mr.  Eames  offered  him  the  job, 
Anderson  says,  "I  told  him  I  would 
probably  stay  two  years  .  .  .  One  of 
these  days  I'll  have  enough  money  to  go 
to  medical  school." 

He  never  had  to  teach  anything  but 
biology,  but  he  has  coached  a  lot  more 
than  lacrosse.  He  was  head  football 
coach  for  14  years  and  assistant  to  varsi- 
ty lacrosse  coach  Heb  Evans  until  Heb 
died  in  1985.  He  collaborated  with  Heb 
on  the  book  Lacrosse  Fundamentals,  still 
something  of  a  bible  on  the  sport. 

In  1988,  in  addition  to  being  director 
of  athletics  (a  job  he  has  held  since  1971) 
and  assistant  coach  of  thirds  football 
and  varsity  lacrosse,  he  teaches  accele- 
rated biology  and  one  semester  of  fresh- 
man science,  a  biology-oriented  "Pat- 
terns for  Life." 

"The  athletics  program  is  much  broad- 
er today,"  he  says.  "In  1957,  for  in- 
stance, the  Fall  choice  was  either  foot- 
ball or  soccer."  Today  Anderson 
supervises  a  total  of  49  interscholastic 
squads  that  play  549  games  a  year  in  38 
sports. 

Back  in  the  '50s,  he  goes  on,  "athletics 
was  the  only  outlet  the  kids  had.  There 
was  the  Glee  Club  -  we  had  more  mono- 
tones in  it  than  you  could  shake  a  stick 
at  -  and  there  was  the  one  big  spring 
dance.  The  girls  would  arrive  by  bus  and 
as  they  stepped  off,  we  matched  them  up 
by  height.  There  is  a  much  healthier 
attitude  on  campus  now  that  there  are 
girls." 

When  women  were  admitted  in  1971, 
he  says,  "we  moved  as  quickly  as  possi- 


ble to  get  a  full  athletic  program  for 
them."  The  first  year,  the  23  girls  were 
offered  field  hockey  in  fall,  an  exercise 
course  in  the  winter  and  lacrosse  in  the 
spring.  Today  they  have  the  full  range  of 
sports. 

"We  got  our  clocks  cleaned  for  a  few 
years,"  he  says  of  the  women's  teams, 
"but  that's  all  behind  us."  The  girls  track 
team  has  captured  three  ISL  titles  in  a 
row;  the  volleyball  team  was  ISL  cham- 
pions three  years  in  a  row  and  the  hock- 
ey women  are  making  a  name  for  them- 
selves. They  are  being  recruited  by 
colleges  just  like  the  guys." 

One  important  addition  to  the  athletic 
program,  he  says,  is  a  full-time  trainer, 
Karen  Licht,  who  in  turn  has  acquired  a 
part-time  intern.  "The  kids  get  a  lot  bet- 
ter care,"  Anderson  says,  "and  she  re- 
lieves the  coaches  of  making  decisions 
about  whether  a  kid  should  play  or  not  - 
and  of  taping  before  games  and  prac- 
tices. They  can  spend  their  time  coach- 
ing instead." 

Mrs.  Licht's  presence  also,  he  says, 
"creates  a  better  environment  for  visi- 
tors. They  know  there  is  someone  here 
who  can  look  after  them." 

In  the  '80s,  he  says,  there  is  also  a 
greater  interest  in  physical  health  in  gen- 
eral, and  there  is  nearly  always  a  waiting 
line  for  the  weight  room  in  Alumni 
Gymnasium. 

Anderson  doesn't  believe  that  stu- 
dents have  changed  much  over  the 
years.  "Kids  are  kids,"  he  says. 

What  he  does  notice  is  much  more 
diversity  and  more  caring  among  the 
faculty,  for  the  students  and  for  each 
other.  "The  faculty  who  are  here  really

strike  me.  They  really  care  about  kids. 
They  are  everywhere  with  them  all  the 
time.

The  administration  has  eased  up  on 
things  that  aren't  so  important,  he  adds, 
"like  the  length  of  hair  and  outfits,  but 
not  on  the  important  things.  The  aca- 
demic standards  are  greater  than  ever." 

Anderson  and  his  wife  Sally  now  live 
off-campus,  in  Newbury-  His  son  Scott 
graduated  from  Governor  Dummer  in 
1978.

A  private  day  school  student  in  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  most  of  her  life,  Lisa  ar- 
rived in  the  fall  of  '86  as  a  junior.  She 
didn't  know  a  soul. 

By  the  end  of  the  spring,  she  was  MVP 
of  the  women's  track  team,  specializing 
in  high  jump  and  the  100  and  300-meter 
high  hurdles,  and  the  first  woman

school  president  in  the  history  of  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Academy. 

"This  is  such  a  friendly,  positive,  en- 
thusiastic place,"  says  Lisa.  "The  greatest 
thing  is  that  this  school  gives  you  oppor- 
tunities to  try  new  things."  Lisa  had  al- 
ways wanted  to  be  in  student  govern- 
ment and  to  try  drama  and  had  never 
had  the  chance. 

"I  like  it  sooo  much,"  she  says  of  her 
job  as  student  body  president;  finding  a 
bridge  between  faculty  and  students  on 
some  topics  has  been  her  biggest  chal- 
lenge. "Tradition  is  great,"  she  says,  "but 
there   are   times   you   want   to   try   new 


things."  One  major  issue  this  year  has 
been  the  spring  formal. 

It  was  decided,  she  says,  that  students 
attending  the  formal  (the  BIG  dance  of 
the  year),  would  travel  to  and  from  by 
bus,  to  ensure  that  there  would  be  no 
drinking.  This  is  a  change. 

"The  students,"  Lisa  says,  "were  hop- 
ing to  go  out  afterward  -  to  have  break- 
fasts or  other  parties  later  on."  The  four 
classes  met  separately  and  decided  they 
would  rather  not  have  the  formal  at  all. 

An  Honor  Roll  student,  Lisa  finds  her 
senior  year  more  difficult  because  she  is 
taking  more  Honors  courses  ("I  put  it  on 
myself),  and  getting  involved  in  other 
things.  She  is  a  dorm  proctor  in  Phillips 
("The  best  dorm  on  campus"),  for  in- 
stance, and  one  of  two  student  members 
of  the  225th  Anniversary  Celebration 
committee. 

"If  I  have  any  spare  time,"  Lisa  says,  "I 
take  on  someting  new." 

She  has  been  singing  with  choral 
groups  for  several  years,  but  she  now  has 
her  first  starring  role,  as  Ensign  Nellie 
Forbush  in  South  Pacific,  the  February 
musical.  This  is  her  "sport"  for  the  win- 
ter. 

Perhaps  her  greatest  talent  is  for  field 
hockey,  which  she  has  played  since  5th 
grade.  She  and  GDA  teammate  Kristen 
Fowler  were  named  to  the  All  America 
team  by  the  U.S.  Field  Hockey  Associa- 
tion in  December,  two  out  of  only  27  in 
the  entire  country.  At  the  suggestion  of 
the  1988  Olympics  captain,  Lisa  recently 
visited  the  University  of  Iowa,  whose 
team  is  first  in  the  Big  10  and  fourth  in 
the  nation. 

Wherever  she  goes  next  year,  she  will 
continue  the  sport.  "It's  something  I've 
been  gifted  with,"  she  says,  "and  which  I 
plan  to  pursue."  The  Olympics  are  a 
"later  in  life  kind  of  thing,"  she  says  (the 
average  age  of  the  team  members  is  25  or 
26),  so  she  has  some  time  to  train. 

As  the  first  woman  president  of  the 
student  body,  Lisa  says  she  feels  that 
girls  are  treated  fairly  in  every  respect.

Rick  Fox  used  to  dream  about 
being  a  politician.  Now,  his 
fantasy  is  to  be  a  journalist 
.  .  .  maybe  a  Middle  Eastern 
correspondent. 

He  is,  after  all,  investigative  by  nature. 
"Very  curious  .  .  .  nosy  to  put  it  blunt- 

ly." 

At  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  he  is 
working  toward  his  goal  on  several 
fronts:  first  of  all,  as  a  student. 

A  junior  who  came  to  GDA  as  a  13- 
year-old  freshman  from  Reading,  Penn- 
sylvania, Rick  studies  until  12:30  most 
nights  -  to  maintain  the  High  Honors 
status  he  has  had  eight  of  his  nine  terms 
here  so  far.  In  other  years  he  has  gone 
home  frequently  on  weekends,  but  not 
this  one.  There  just  isn't  time. 

Rick  is  also  an  editor  of  The  Governor, 
the  school  paper,  and  had  a  "free  term" 
(a  no-athletics  option  for  juniors  and 
seniors  who  have  other  projects)  in  the 
fall  to  work  on  the  paper.  He  is  doing 
Community  Service  this  winter  -  at  the 
Council  on  Aging  in  Newbury,  where  he 
edits  their  monthly  newsletter. 

A  product  of  public  and  private 
schools,  Rick  knew  he  wanted  to  go  to 
prep  school  "to  get  a  better  education" 
and  he  pinpointed  New  England  because 
of  the  concentration  of  both  indepen- 
dent schools  and  of  universities  in  which 
he  might  be  interested  (He  is  by  no 
.means,  however,  limiting  his  options). 
He  chose  Governor  Dummer  over  other 
smaller  schools. 

"I  like  it  here,"  says  Rick,  who  partic- 
ularly appreciates  the  "flexibility."  "The 
teachers  are  really  easy  to  get  to.  If  you 
want  to  learn  more  about  something 
outside  of  class,  they'll  help  you  do  it." 

"There  are  lots  of  opportunities  for 
people  who  have  special  interests,  such 
as  the  newspaper,"  he  goes  on.

especially  interesting,"  he  says,  "because 
I  was  exposed  to  college  students  and 
college  life  in  general,  and  I  got  acquaint- 
ed with  a  Pvussian  emigrant  who  is  Jew- 
ish and  who  is  the  editor  of  the  LIU 
school  paper." 

He  was  fascinated  by  the  ethnicity  of 
Brooklyn,  and  he  learned  a  lot  about 
personal  values  at  the  same  time. 

Last  summer  Rick  worked  on  a  kib- 
butz in  Even  Yizhak,  Israel,  near  Haifa, 
and  travelled  through  Israel  with  AZYF, 
the   American    Zionist   Youth   Founda- 


tion. 

"We  got  up  at  4:30  or  5  o'clock  every 
morning,"  he  says.  "We  weeded  cotton 
fields  or  picked  pears  until  about  8:30, 
when  we  stopped  for  breakfast.  From  9 
to  12:30,  we  did  more  of  the  same,  or  did 
landscaping  around  the  kibbutz." 

Now  Rick  is  planning  another  educa- 
tional sidetrip  or  two:  first,  to  the  Presi- 
dential Classroom,  a  one-week  seminar 
in  Washinton,  D.C.,  in  February,  and 
then,  hopefully,  to  a  journalism  confer- 
ence in  Washington  later  in  the  spring.

Julie  used  to  play  basketball,  and 
"hockey  was  like  this  mysterious  thing. 
Until  I  came  here,  I  was  totally  unaware 
girls  could  play.  I'm  really  aggressive 
when  I  play  sports,  so  it  is  a  good  one  for 
me.  I'm  right  wing  or  center,  fast 
.  .  .  better  at  stick  handling  than  skat- 
ing. 

From  Hampton  Falls,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Julie  is  the  fifth  in  her  family  to 
attend  GDA  -  after  siblings  Shelley  77, 
Susan  '81,  Fred  '84  and  Leslie  '87.  She 
chose  not  to  make  the  half-hour  com- 
mute. 

"I  always  wanted  to  be  a  boarder,"  she 
says.  "I  like  being  here.  You  feel  more  a 
part  of  it.  You  are  more  prepared  for 
college  because  you've  had  to  make  more 
decisions." 

When  her  siblings  came  home,  she 
says,  "they  always  talked  about  how 
much  fun  it  was.  They  never  talked 
about  the  school  work.  I  see  it  now  as 
more  work  and  more  responsibility.  I 
think  it's  gotten  a  lot  harder.  Regular 
courses  seem  to  present  more  pressure.

Scott  Singer  arrived  from  South- 
ern California  as  a  freshman,  a 
former  public  school  student 
seeking  an  environment  "where 
I  wouldn't  be  persecuted  for  my  interest 
in  academic  things."  He  wanted  to  "at 
least  be  left  alone  to  pursue  my  own 
interests  in  an  affable  community." 

He  has  definite  views  and  expresses 
them  freely,  and  he  wears  "costumes"  by 
preppy  standards  -  most  often  a  colorful 
poncho  and  cowboy  boots. 

"I  am  trying  to  make  a  statement  to 
myself  more  than  to  others,"  he  says, 
"...  trying  to  reaffirm  the  things  that  I 
feel.  I'm  interested  in  Latin  America,  so  I 
wear  my  poncho.  I'm  from  California,  so 
I  wear  my  cowboy  boots." 

He  says  he  feels  "general  acceptance" 
of  his  dress;  of  his  opinions,  he  isn't  so 
sure. 

"I  would  be  happier,"  he  says,  "if  ath- 
letics were  a  little  less  emphasized"  and 
the  arts  "taken  more  seriously  here," 
and  if  education  were  "for  its  own  sake." 
He  questions  the  tightening  of  the  dress 
code  and  frequent  room  inspections, 
and  applauds  the  policy  that  allows  a 
student  to  take  drama  or  community 
service  in  lieu  of  a  sport.  "Still,  there  is  a 
long  way  to  go  in  recognizing  other  in- 
terests in  an  equal  way  with  athletics. 
Drama,  for  instance.  I  love  the  way  they 
call  drama  a  'sport.'  " 

Now  a  junior,  Scott  is  a  veteran  of  the 
GDA  stage  -  as  actor  (he  played  the  role 
of  the  servant  Hysterium  in  A  Funny 
Thing  Happened  on  the  Way  to  the  Forum), 
singer  (he  participates  in  many  of  the 
Academy's  singing  groups)  and  pianist. 
He  plays  the  piano  regularly  in  concerts 
and  at  Chapel,  and  impromptu  for  art 
gallery  openings.  He  has  volunteered  his 
services  to  the  Newburyport  Theatre, 
once  as  assistant  stage  manager  for  a 
complicated  production.  Recently,  he 
put  together  an  ad  hoc  group  of  Acade- 
my musicians  to  present  a  Christmas 
program  at  the  Brigham  Manor  Nursing 
home. 

Music  and  drama,  however,  are  "hob- 
bies." His  real  interest  is  "Third  World 
policy-making,  Latin  American  politics 
specifically.  These  are  issues  that  are  im-

portant  to  the  U.S.  now,  particularly  in 
my  home  state." 

He  is  taking  Spanish  IV  and  has  re- 
vived the  Spanish  Club,  which  now  has 
eight  or  nine  members  -  15  for  special 
events  such  as  a  recent  Mexican  meal,  a 
speaker  on  Nicaragua,  a  Spanish  movie. 
He  has  invited  a  Cuban  professor  from 
Harvard  to  speak  and  is  planning  a  Cu- 
ban dinner. 

Scott  feels  the  "education  at  hand" 
could  be  emphasized  more.  "College  is 
very  important  too,"  he  says,  "but  we 
are  living  in  the  future  too  much.  We 
need  to  stop  and  absorb  education.  Stu- 
dents want  their  papers  back  to  see  what 
grades  they  got,  rather  than  to  see  what 
they  didn't  know  or  how  they  could 
improve  them.  Education  should  be  for 
the  learning,  not  for  the  grades.  People 


will  say,  'Sure  .  .  .  you  get  High  Honor 
Roll  .  .  .  but  that's  the  way  I  would  feel 
even  if  I  didn't." 

"Too  may  students  here  are  apathet- 
ic," he  concludes.  "They  need  to  use  the 
opportunities  that  are  open  to  them. 
And  there  are  lots  of  them." 

"All  in  all,"  he  says,  "my  expectations 
have  been  pretty  much  realized."

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The  curriculum:  a  long  way  from  Greek 


Muster  Moody's  beloved 
(  Ireek  is  long  gone  from 
the  curri<  ulum,  and  he 
would  be  totally  baffled  by 
all  of  these  I  lonors,  Accelerated  and  Ad- 
vanced Placement  (AP)  courses  today. 

The  basic  intent  of  his  original,  liberal 
curriculum  remains:  to  prepare  young 
men  (and  now,  of  course,  women)  for 
college  and  to  be  useful  citizens.  Yet 
there  is  much,  much  more.  "We've  come 
a  long  way,  Master  Moody,"  to  a  mod- 
ern and  flexible  curriculum  that  address- 
es the  needs,  of  a  diverse  student  body  of 
342. 

There  have  been  two  major  changes  in 
the  mid-1980s:  in  the  format,  from  year- 
long to  semester-long  courses,  and  in 
increased  top  level  offerings  in  many 
subjects. 

The  latter  change,  says  director  of 
studies  Richard  N.  Leavitt,  is  due  to  a 
voluntary  trend  by  students  to  go  be- 
yond mere  graduation  requirements. 
Why? 

Leavitt,  who  is  nearing  "New"  Old 
Guard  status  with  24  years  at  GDA, 
ascribes  much  of  the  credit  to  the  faculty 
who  have  been  encouraging  students  to 
go  beyond  the  minimums.  "We  are  ba- 
sing our  recommendations  on  what  we 
believe  the  students  should  be  studying," 
he  says,  "not  just  what  is  required." 

He  also  describes  a  "stepped  up  level  of 
expectation"  in  college  admissions  of- 
fices. Just  in  the  past  three  or  four  years, 
he  says,  many  colleges  are  "almost  in- 
sisting" on  two  laboratory  sciences  rath- 
er than  one.  "And  this  is  on  a  wider 
basis  than  just  the  'most  competitive' 
colleges  of  the  past.  This  is  a  real 
change." 

Thus,  many  GDA  students  now  take 
two  or  three  laboratory  sciences  in  addi- 
tion to  freshman  science,  while  only  one 
additional  year  is  required.  "We  have 
more  physics  students  today  than  ever  in 
the  history  of  the  school,"  Leavitt  says. 
"More  than  300  students  are  enrolled  in 
science  at  any  given  time." 

Increased  interest  is  also  seen  in  histo- 
ry, where  students  are  choosing  to  step 
beyond  the  requisite  Ancient  and  Amer- 
ican History  courses.  They  are  opting  in 
ever-greater  numbers  for  European  His- 
tory, Russian  Studies  and  Middle  East- 


ern History,  among  others.  A  Post  War 
(World  War  II,  that  is)  course  is  also 
popular. 

Finally,  students  are  going  into  ad- 
vanced levels  of  language  instead  of  stop- 
ping after  the  two  years  required  for 
graduation. 

Language  Department  chairman  Pierre 
Baratelli  attributes  this  trend  to  the  col- 
leges to  which  the  students  aspire. 
"More  major  colleges,"  he  says,  "are 
more  often  requiring  three  and  even  four 
years  of  a  language  as  indication  of  a 
student's  'seriousness  of  intent.'  " 

Governor  Dummer  does  continue  to 
offer  one  of  Master  Moody's  favorites, 
Latin  (the  other  was  Greek),  as  a  classi- 
cal language,  and  French,  Spanish  and 
German  as  modern  languages.  Four 
years  of  those  languages  are  now  given 
on  a  regular  basis,  and  department  poli- 
cy is  to  encourage  a  student  to  continue 
as  far  as  he  or  she  wants  to  go.  Hence, 
the  addition  of  more  years  of  existing 


languages  rather  than  new  ones.  A  fifth 
year  of  German  is  currently  being  given 
to  one  student;  last  year  one  student 
took  a  sixth  year  of  French. 

The  curriculum  areas  of  mathematics 
and  English  have  already  been  "satu- 
rated" at  Governor  Dummer,  Leavitt 
says,  the  former  by  student  choice  and 
the  latter  by  design. 

For  the  past  decade,  fewer  than  half  a 
dozen  students  in  each  graduating  class 
have  not  taken  four  years  of  mathemat- 
ics, even  though  only  three  are  required 
-  two  of  algebra  and  one  of  geometry. 
Many  elect  a  fifth,  a  few  a  sixth  year 
course. 

English  is  the  lone  subject  that  has  a 
four-year  requirement:  the  first  three 
years  are  pre-determined  and  seniors 
may  select  from  a  menu  that  includes 
modernism  (Eliot,  Yeats,  Woolf,  Beck- 
ett), the  Victorian  Era  (Dickens, 
Wordsworth,  Tennyson,  Browning),  "In 
Evidence  Against  You"  (detective  fiction 


Dick  Leavitt 
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by  Sophocles,  Chaucer,  Shakespeare, 
Faulkner,  Agatha  Christie),  contempo- 
rary literature  from  the  five  continents, 
poetry  and  creative  writing. 

The  format  change  from  year-long  to 
semester-long  courses  has  the  biggest  im- 
pact on  sequential  programs  such  as  Al- 
gebra II  or  French  I,  Leavitt  says.  Both 
semesters  are  now  given  during  each  se- 
mester, allowing  better  placement  of  stu- 
dents and  more  flexibility  and  variety  in 
course  selection.  For  instance:  a  student 
who  arrives  at  GDA  with  two  years  of 
French  may  not  quite  be  ready  for 
French  III  at  GDA.  He  or  she  can  take 
the  second  semester  of  French  II  in  the 
fall  and  move  on  to  French  III  in  the 
spring.  A  student  who  finishes  French  III 
in  the  fall,  might  choose  a  history  elec- 
tive in  the  spring. 

This  change  in  format  has  also  allowed 
minor  courses  to  become  major  ones. 
Arts  and  religion  courses  were  formerly 
termed  "minor"  and  met  twice  a  week 
for  a  whole  year.  Now  they  meet  every 
day  and  have  the  same  status,  the  same 
sort  of  "dignity"  as  math  or  science.  "We 
are  saying  they  are  just  as  important," 
Leavitt  says. 

Finally,  art  has  been  made  "a  full- 
fledged  partner"  in  the  formal  curric- 
ulum. "This  was  a  very  intentional 
step,"  Leavitt  says.  "This  is  what  the 
faculty  believes  is  'true  education.'  " 

All  freshmen  now  take  "IFA"  (Intro- 
duction to  the  Fine  Arts),  which  surveys 
choral  work,  cultural  history,  music, 
theatre  and  visual  arts/drawing.  For 
their  second  required  year,  students 
choose  from  courses  in  art  history,  ce- 
ramics, photography,  studio  art,  electro- 
nic music  composition,  vocal  technique, 
music  theory,  theatre  and  performance. 

Among  other  essentials  at  Governor 
Dummer  is  a  semester  of  public  speaking 
-  a  course  that  appeared  in  the  curric- 
ulum as  early  as  1819  under  preceptor 
Samuel  Adams.  It  became  a  requirement 
for  all  seniors  in  1947,  far  ahead  of  to- 
day's much-touted,  nationwide  emphasis 
on  communications  skills. 

Other  curriculum  changes  from  the 
past  include  a  rotating  daily  schedule 
which  provides  that  a  given  class  will 
meet  at  different  times  during  the  week, 
not  always  at  8  a.m.  or  near  lunchtime 
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or  late  in  the  day. 

A  Conference  Period  is  scheduled  at 
mid-morning  each  day  except  Wednes- 
day. This  allows  students  -  especially  day 
students  -  access  to  their  teachers  for 
extra  help,  performing  musical  groups  to 
rehearse,  departments  to  have  weekly 
meetings  and  convocations  or  special  all- 
school  assemblies  to  be  accommodated. 

Now,  for  Master  Moody,  a  brief  expla- 
nation of  "Honors,"  "Accelerated,"  and 
"AP." 

An  "Honors"  course  label  is  smiled 
upon  by  college  admissions  people,  and 
represents  an  advanced  level  of  achieve- 
ment. More  importantly,  says  Leavitt, 
"Honors  courses  allow  us  to  stretch  our 
very  best  scholars." 

"Honors"  courses  in  mathematics  and 
American  History  at  GDA  represent  se- 
lective enrollment  of  students  by  ability 
and  greater  depth  of  course  content.  An 
English  Honors  Scholars  Seminar  is 
available  to  the  most  able  seniors  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  regular  senior  curriculum; 
it  represents  an  extended  commitment 
to  the  subject.  An  Honors  Science  Re- 
search program  offers  a  similar  opportu- 
nity  to   a   limited   number  of  students. 
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Science  also  offers  some  "Accelerated" 
physics  and  chemistry  courses,  which  are 
similar  to  "Honors"  offerings  in  math- 
ematics. 

In  the  language  department,  fourth 
and  fifth  year  courses  are  labeled  "Hon- 
ors." The  enrollment  is  already  "selec- 
tive," Leavitt  says,  because  only  the 
most  able  students  continue  beyond  the 
third  year.  Those  students,  he  said,  are 
deserving  of  special  recognition. 

"Advanced  Placement"  is  a  College 
Board  program  that  1)  provides  more 
challenging  curriculum  for  strong  stu- 
dents in  certain  subject  fields  and  2)  al- 
lows students  to  earn  college  credit,  once 
at  college,  by  taking  an  examination  in 
the  spring.  AP  courses  are  designed  to 
cover  the  work  of  college-level  programs. 

Only  calculus  at  GDA  has  the  formal 
"AP"  label  (AP  calculus  is  dubbed  "Hon- 
ors" at  the  same  time),  and  follows  a 
strict  AP  syllabus.  However,  students 
who  seek  college  credit  in  English,  histo- 
ry, languages  and  art  can  take  AP  exams 
when  the  time  comes. 

"Our  normal  curriculum,"  Leavitt 
says,  "prepares  our  students  for  these 
challenges."

Service  to  others  takes  many 
forms  at  Governor  Dummer 
Academy. 
Forty-eight  young  people  now 
go  out  into  neighboring  towns  four  days 
a  week  after  school,  as  part  of  the  formal 
Community  Service  program.  The  in- 
crease in  numbers  -  from  the  18  to  20  of 
years  past  -  has  resulted  from  a  new  re- 
quirement for  graduation.  Each  student 
must  give  at  least  one  term  of  service,  as 
a  junior  or  senior. 

So  many  students  enlisted  in  the  fall 
that  a  bus  and  two  vans  were  required  to 
transport  them  to  the  Middle  School, 
YWCA,  Brigham  Manor  Nursing 
Home,  Anna  Jaques  Hospital,  Theatre 
of  Newburyport,  Circle  of  Friends  Day- 
care, the  Historic  Society  and  Harbor 
Schools  for  Girls  and  for  Boys  in  New- 
bury/Newburyport;  to  the  Trustees  of 
Reservations  and  North  Shore  Shelter 
for  the  Homeless  in  Ipswich;  and  to  the 
Harbor  School  in  Amesbury  and  child- 
care  centers  in  Rowley. 

There  are  still  openings  for  students 
who,  as  before,  volunteer  because  they 
want  to,  or  in  lieu  of  a  sport. 

In  addition  to  a  hired  bus,  students  are 
transported  in  vans  driven  by  commu- 
nity service  director  Pattie  Hall,  school 
minister  Julie  Slayton  and  director  of 
college  counseling  Janet  Adams-Wall. 

In  early  December,  students  from  the 
Academy  Chorus,  the  cast  of  South  Pa- 
cific and  others  recruited  by  Scott  Singer 
'89,  put  on  a  45-minute  musical  program 
af  the  Brigham  Manor  Nursing  Home. 

A  few  weeks  earlier,  GDA  students 
held  the  second  dance-a-thon  of  the  cal- 
endar year  to  benefit  the  Special  Olym- 
pics of  Essex  County.  Bolstered  by 
lobster  dinner  (the  gift  of  an  alumnus) 
and  225th  Anniversary  cake  and  decora- 
tions, and  inspired  by  the  presence  of 
several  Special  Olympics  athletes  them- 
selves, 121  GDA  students  danced  all 
night  -  twice  as  many  as  at  the  spring 
benefit.  More  than  240  joined  in  for  at 
least  part  of  the  evening. 

Snippets  from  England 

At  a  7:45  a.m.  Chapel  recently,  British 
exchange  teacher  Helen  Davidson-Wall 
presented  two  "snippets"  from  the  daily 
life  of  her  home  school,  Wycombe  Ab- 
bey, to  give  students  "a  tiny  indication 
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English  exchange  teacher  Helen  Davidson'Wall  in  freshman  English  class. 


of  how  different  it  is  there." 

"At  this  moment,  in  the  middle  of 
England,"  she  said,  "in  the  school  in 
Buckinghamshire  from  which  I  come, 
500  girls  are  standing,  very  quietly,  be- 
hind their  chairs  at  their  allocated  places 
in  the  dining  hall.  It  is  lunchtime  at  10 
minutes  before  1  o'clock.  They  are 
dressed,  of  course,  in  uniform  -  navy 
blue  kilts,  blue  and  white  striped  shirts 
and  ties  of  the  colour  of  whichever 
house  they  belong  to.  (My  girls  are  in 
pink  ties.)  They  are  standing  because 
they  are  waiting  for  the  headmistress. 
When  she  enters,  which  she  is  probably 
doing  about  now,  the  quiet  becomes  to- 
tal silence  before  she  says  grace.  When 
she  has  sat  down,  everyone  else  will  sit  - 
except  for  the  youngest  girls  at  each  ta- 
ble, whose  task  it  is  to  fetch  the  food, 
which  is  then  served  by  the  housemis- 
tress  or  prefect  at  the  head  of  the  table. 

"Four  hours  ago  (our  school  day  starts 
a  little  later  than  yours),  all  those  people 
were  in  chapel  for  the  service  which  be- 
gins each  day.  They  sang  a  hymn,  led  by 
the  choir,  and  the  headmistress  read  a 
lesson  from  scripture,  followed  by  two 
prayers.  After  a  couple  of  minutes  of 
silence  she  stood,  walked  the  length  of 
the  chapel  and  left.  Then  the  teachers 
left  and  finally  the  girls,  as  quietly  as 
they  would  have  entered. 

"You  see,  the  system  is  so  precise  and 
predictable,  that  I  know  exactly  what 
they  are  doing  now  and  what  they  were 
doing  a  few  hours  ago. 

"It  is  all  so  different  and  yet,  amazingly 
enough,  the  objectives  of  the  teachers 
and  administrators  in  both  establish- 
ments are  very  similar.  We  are  all  setting 
out  to  provide  an  environment  in  which 


young  people  can  be  educated  in  what 
we,  in  our  different  ways,  see  as  the  most 
effective  manner.  And  you,  just  like 
those  girls  in  blue  at  Wycombe  Abbey, 
are  seeking  some  kind  of  passport  to 
future  success." 

"For  the  newcomer  -  in  this  case  me," 
she  concluded,  "the  benefits  of  being  in 
a  different  place,  meeting  different  peo- 
ple and  experiencing  different  ways  of 
doing  things,  are  immeasureable." 

She  said  she  had  been  impressed  by 
one  thing  "above  all  others:"  the  open 
friendliness  of  the  community.  "I  think 
everybody  here  smiles.  That  smile  means 
warmth,  welcome  and  friendship  -  and 
thus  too  the  atmosphere  which  facili- 
tates exchange  of  ideas." 

(Editor's  Note:  Pre- 1970  alumni 
can  relate  to  Ms.  Davidson-Wall's 
description  of  Wycombe  Abbey  today. 
They  remember  wearing  uniforms  of 
sorts  to  class:  jackets  and  ties  (of  a 
student's  choice)  were  the  rule.  More 
formal  dining  existed  in  the  same  era, 
instead  of  the  cafeteria  lines  of  today. 
Faculty  members  presided  at  the  head 
and  foot  of  each  table,  and  students, 
though  not  necessarily  the  youngest, 
"fetched"  the  food. 

Sunday  worship  was  once  compul- 
sory, and  Chapel  was  revived  under 
Headmaster  Peter  Bragdon,  on  Tues- 
day mornings.  He  does  not  regularly 
read  Scripture  at  Chapel,  but  he  does 
frequently  turn  to  The  Twelve 
Moons  of  the  Year,  a  collection  of 
Hal  Borland's  nature  editorials  from 
the  New  York  Times,  for  readings  at 
School  Meetings.)

Memories  of  a  Moody  House  boy 

Eastham  Guild,  Jr.,  better  known  as  Bud,  wrote  to  Old  Guard  secretary 
John  English  after  reading  the  Anniversary  issue  of  the  Archon  in  October, 
with  the  following  reminiscences: 

"Your  article  about  the  Old  Newbury  Golf  Club  brought  back 
many  memories  of  my  three  years  at  "Dummer  Academy."  It  was 
on  this  course  that  I  began  the  frustrating  game  with  four  clubs  I 
had  received  for  Christmas  in  1925:  a  driver,  mid-iron,  mashie  and 
putter  which  I  still  have,  with  the  exception  of  the  mid-iron. 

"The  article  about  teaching  in  the  20s  was  of  particular  interest 
to  me  since  I  spent  three  years  at  the  Academy  from  1925  to  1928. 
This  copy  of  a  photo  I  found  among  my  stuff  was  taken  my  first 
year,  in  the  Fall,  I  think,  on  the  same  steps  as  the  other  Moody 
House  Boys  of  1919-20.  Floyd  Jarvis  was  House  Master  and 
another  Master,  Paul  Lehman,  lived  in  the  attic.  The  listing  with 
the  photo  is  as  close  as  my  memory  permits. 

"I  regret  today  that  my  mother  saw  fit  to  remove  me  from  the 

Academy,  for  whatever  reason,  and  send  me  elsewhere.  I  was  only 

10  when  I  arrived  in  South  Byfield  and  never  seemed  to  be  able  to 

get  out  of  the  junior  school.  I  often  wonder  what  would  have 

happened,  had  I  stayed  through  the  graduation. 

"Anyway,  I  thought  the  photo  and  reminiscences  would  be  of 
interest."
